As many people have been needlessly scared by loose gos­ 
sip and clever advertising about the danger of benzoate of 
soda as a food preservative, the POST publishes the 
fol­ 
lowing authoritative statement for their reassurance, and 
suggests an experiment by the convention of food and dairy 
commissioners, that should be enlightening to the public 
and to some, at least, of the commissioners. 
Small quantities (one in one thousand) of benzoate of 
soda are used in certaiin canned and bottled 
foods. 
BE­ 
CAUSE IT IS UNSAFE TO PACK AND MARKET THEM 
IN ANY OTHER WAY. Benzoate of soda is used as a pre­ 
servative because experience and the overwhelming weight 
of accredited scientific opinion have proved and 
declared 
benzoate of soda to be harmless to the human system and 
inert in its effect upon the assimilative qualities of the flood. 
Benzoate of soda is better than vinegar and essential olla 
as a preservative, because vinegar and essential oils can be 
used in the “making over” of defective and decaying frak s 
and vegetables, while benzoate of soda can be put to no 
such use. 
And the fight against benzoate of soda is being 
made by firms said to be suspected of “making over” in­ 
ferior m aterial with oils and vinegar and by one 
Federal 
official enamored of his own theory. 
Here are the facts: 
In 1907, Dr. Harvey Wiley, Chief of the Bureau of Chem­ 
istry of the United States Department ot Agriculture, made 
a series of experiments with the “poison squad” 
to ascer­ 
tain the effect of benzoate of soda upon digestion, assimi­ 
lation, and that physiological change called 
metabolism. 
The “squad” consisted of twelve men. The experiment last­ 
ed forty days. (The duration of that experiment should be 
remembered.) 
At the termination of the experiment, 
Dr. 
Wiley reported that: “The adm inistration of benzoic acid, 
either as such or in the form 
of benzoate of soda, 
is 
highly objectionable and produces 
very 
serious disturb­ 
ances in the metabolic functions, attended with injury to di­ 
gestion and health.” And thereupon Dr. Wiley sought to 
have the use of benzoate of soda in all canned and bottled 
foods prohibited under the Food and Drugs Act. 
But, as the suggestion w*as sweeping, and only support­ 
ed by the conclusion of one man, the Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture, at the suggestion of President Roosevelt, appointed a 
board of consulting scientific experts to make independent 
laboratory investigations of the problem. 
That board con­ 
sisted of five men, one of whom, Taylor, of the University 
of California, was absent in Europe, therefore could 
not 
participate in the investigations. 
Tho experiments conducted by Professor Russell H. Chit­ 
tenden, head of the Sheffield Scientific School of Yale Uni­ 
versity, covered a period of one hundred and thirty days. 
The six men experimented upon were graduate 
students. 
Professor Chittenden was assisted by three other professors 
of the Scientific School. 
And, after a series of long 
and . 
elaborate tests, Professor Chittenden reported that: “We 
are of opinion that sodium benzoate, in small and 
large 
doses, up to a maximum of four grains 
per day, 
is

Working quite Independently of Chittenden, 
Professor 
John H. Long, of the Medical School of the Northwestern 
University, experimented on six men for a period of ninety 
days. 
He was assisted by medical specialists 
in dietetics, 
pathology, and bacteriology. 
And he reported that: “The 
health of the men has suffered no impairment from the use 
of benzoate of soda in the period of absorption.” 
Professor Christian A. Herter, of Columbia 
University, 
experimented on four men for one hundred and 
twenty 
days. 
He was assistedd by fourteen specialists of the Medi­ 
cal School of the University. 
And he reported that: “None 
of the experimental subjects who submitted themselves to 
our observations derived any injurious effects therefrom .” 
And the whole board of consulting scientific experts there­ 
upon reported to the Secretary of Agriculture that: 
So­ 
dium benzoate in large doses (up to four grains per day), 
mixed with food, has not been found to exert anw deleteri­ 
ous effect on the general health.” and “the admixture of 
sodium benzoate with food in small or large does has not 
been found to Injuriously affect or impair the quality 
or 
nutritive value of such food.” 
So that, against the individual opinion of the Chief of 
the Bureau of Chemistry of the United States Department 
of Agriculture (reached after forty days of personal 
re-N 
search), are the combined opinions of three scientific phys­ 
iologists of international reputation, who 
conducted 
ex­ 
periments over a period of from ninety to one hundred and 
• twenty days, assisted by nineteen specialists, working in at 
least two of the most completely equipped laboratories In 
the world. 
Under those circumstances the harmlessness of benzoate 
of soda as a preservative for canned and 
bottled 
foods, 
which are not consumed immediately after opening, 
can 
well be accepted as proved, and the householder w ha sees 
“Benzoate of Soda one-tenth of one per cent.” on hte cat­ 
sup bottle label can use that catsup with assurance. 
But 
there is another side of the question that should be settled 
while the food and dairy commissioners are silting in Den­ 
ver. 
, 
Certain firms are advertising th at benzoate of soda can 
be used not only as a safe preservative, but to “ make over” 
and disguise the character of 
unsuitable 
and 
decaying 
fruits and vegetables. 
MAKE THIS EXPERIMENT. 
Now the POST is advised that no such use can be made 
of benzoate of soda; and it asks the food commissioners to 
make this experiment, under the supervision of qualified 
scientists: Buy a lot of bruised and decaying tomatoes, so 
bruised and decaying that the condition will be obvious to 
sight and smell. 
Have them cooked 
in 
the 
presence of 
food commissioners. 
W’hen they are sufficiently cooked, 
remove them from the fire and divide them into three por­ 
tions. Leave one portion untreated, so th at it will be shown 
that cooking alone will not disguise their condition. Treat 
another portion with benzoate of soda, to see th at the ben­ 
zoate of soda FAILS TO ALTER THE CHARACTER OF 
THE TOMATOES. 
Then treat the third portion with vine­ 
gar (a “simple condiment” ) and those other “simple con­ 
dim ents,” the oils and spices that “mother used.’1 And it 
will be shown that benzoate of soda CANNOT be used to 
disguise the character of unfit material, while the vinegar 
and spices th at “mother used” CAN. 
For housewives, who have been needlessly frightened, 
and all men who want to eat in comfort, we surabit these 
facts and suggest this experiment to the food commission­ 
ers. 


Dr. John H. Long, of the Northwestern University of Chica­ 
go, in his address the next day at the convention of the Associa­ 
tion of State and National Food and Dairy Departments, ex- 
plained that such an experiment had been performed. 
Here is 
his statement: 


“ At the request of a large 
manufacturing 
firm, 
there 
“ was sent to my laboratory a mass of rotten tomatoes with 
“ which to make catsup. 
I meanwhile 
had gathered 
up 
“ more rotten tomatoes apples, a few peaches, and 
some 
“ bananas. 
These were allowed to rot further through four 
“or five days. 
Out cf this about two 
gallons 
of 
catsup 
“ were macle. 
Some of it was preserved with vinegar and 
“spices, some with benzoate, and some left unmixed. 
The 
“odor and taste of the last were bad, that with the benzoate 
“showed essentially th e same condition,while with the vine­ 
g a r and spices a fair grade of commercial catsup was se­ 
cured. 
A worse lot of raw’ material could not be imagined. 
“yet the inferiority in the one lot of product was completely 
“concealed by the us° of vinegar and spices. 
Benzoate has 
“but little taste and no odor, and therefore it cannot con­ 
c e a l inferiority.”

Tholr devotion 
to him was enually great. His loss to 
them Is too great, to sacred for any 
words of ours to palllato or assuage. 


Had Many Friends 


As n man Mr. Mlllor always enjoy- 


ed a largo circle of friends and ac- 
quaintances. He ha/J a kindly dispo- 
sition, vivacious spirit and a fund 
of anecdotes, which made him popu- 
lar with his associates. When aggra- 
vated, ho was Impulsive nnd his 
manner peremptory, but he hold no 
grudges and his spirit of forgive- 
ness tolerated no' lasting enmities.
